Washington, October 31.—The official 
announcement of the total population of 
the United States for 1900 
which 74,627,907 are contained in the 
ty-five states representing approximately 
the population to be used for apportion- 
ment purposes. There is a total of 134,158

At Hornellsville Mr. Bryan elaborated 
the theory advanced him yesterday 
to the effect that the republicans had al- 
ready abandoned thetr principal cam- 
paign argument, which was to the full 
dinner pail.

Mr. Bryan’s speech at Andover was ad- 
dressed almost entirely to the question 
of intimidation of laboring men. On this 
subject he said in part: 

“As election day approaches we hear 
of efforts to intimidate men who woxk for 
others. It ds then that the employer of 
labor begins use language which is 
calculated to fWtimidate the men who are 
working for him. Sometimes men are 
asked by the employer to go eut and 
march in a parade, and they know that 
if they refuse to go they separate them- 
selves from those who do go, and run 
the risk of discharge in case any one is 
discharged. I put it on the ground that 
if an employer is entitled to the votes 
of his employees, then the employer 
ought to be allowed to do the voting for 
the employees, for if he is entitled to 
the votes of the employees, certainly we 
ought to arrange it so that none of them 
can get away from him, and if vou let 
the employee vote himself, he may not 
always vote as his employer wants. 
Therefore I am in favor of a law that 
will aither let the employer vote the 
votes of his employees, or else make the 
employer let the employee alone, and let 
the employee vote his own vote.” 


Mr. Bryan’s audience at Cuba was com- 
posed largely of men, and notwithstand- 
ing rain fell during the entire time he 
was speaking he held his hearers to the 
end.

The board of registration for the coun- 
ty yesterday finished the task of check- 
ine off all names of taxpayers who had 
registered during the past few months, 
and the registration lists are now as cor- 
rect as it {s possible to make them. 

This registration is considerably larger 
than the registration for the presidential 
election four years ago, and indicates 
very conclusively that the national elec- 
tion this year has created much interest 
among the citizens of this county. 

The city ts entitled to 10,866 votes. Of 
this number 967 represent negro taxpay- 
ers. Colonel W. M. Scott, who, for the 
past six years, has been chairman of the 
board lof registrars, is authority for the 
statement that only about one-third of 
the negroes who registered for the elec- 
tion of 18% are registered for the elec- 
tion of next month. 

The county is entitled to poll exactly 
2838 votes, and of these 283 will be the 
ballots. of colored taxpayers. There will 
be no negro voters in the Oak Grove dis- 
trict, as none are registered for this 
election. One 1s registered in Peachtree 
district, and two in Battle Hill district. 
All the other districts and city wards 
are fairly well represented. 

In the city the second ward heads the 
list dn the number of citizens who are 
registered. This ward is represented by 
9266 voters. The sixth ward is pushing 
the second ward hard for second place, 
with 2.107 registered mames, a difference 
of 159 in favor of the second. 

Queer Names Appear. 


The registration lists as prepared for 
use of the managers of the polls are of 
considerable interest when gone over 
carefully, as has been done by the board 
of registrars. This board is composed 
of W. M. Scott. chairman; B. B. Crew 
and A. LL. Wotbrook. 

The longest name appearing in the lists 
is found in the first ward, It is George 
Papageorgacopolos. He is.a Greek fruit 
dealer twenty-five years of age. The name 
is composed of seventeen letters. The 
next longest name is that of Frank Bac- 
cigalupo, also of the first ward, who ‘s 
a pressman. 

Among the other interesting names to 
he found in the lists are Konstanz Ffi- 
powski, a cabinet maker; J. K. Lichten- 
walter. lumber dealer: C. B. Clinkscales, 
printer: J. A. Didschuneit, painter; Jo- 
seph Mannassavitz, C. Charalabedes, gro 
cer, and M. Gershonovitz. 

The shortest name to be four in the 
that of George Mav, a baker of 
Whitehall street. 

The oldest man registered in the county 
to vote is Montgomery Andrews, colored, 
who says he js 10% years of age. There 
are no voters more than eighty years 
old in Battle Hill, Collins, Cooks and 
East Point districts. All of the city 
wards are well represented by aged 
voters. 

In the fourth ward there are eleven men 
more than elghty years old who are reg- 
istered to vote. The oldest man in that 
ward is Clinton Rogers, who is ninety-six 
years of age. Henry Grimmitt, colored, 
of the second ward, is down on the list 
as ninety-nine years. 

The registrars in looking over the lists 
discovered that the first name appearing 
in the second ward was that of L. L. 
Abbott, and also that the first name ap- 
pearing In the fifth ward was that of 
L. L, Abbott. At first it was thought 
that the same man was registered to 
vote in two wards, but investigation 
showed that the Mr. Abbott, of the fifth 
ward, is a minister,
